A LETTER FROM BISHOP NEELY. 


In printing the following letter—which we do very gladly, to make 


__,amends for any seeming injustice—we would explain that the table referred to 


is a synopsis of the monthly acknowledgments of the Domestic Department 
of Tur Sprrir or Missions, and is arranged under the same headings as are 
therein used month by month. The Annual Tables will give due credit to every 
Diocese and every Parish for all amounts contributed through the year specifi- 
cally to General Missions, Domestic Missions, including work among the 
Indians and Colored People, or to Foreign Missions, including work in Greece, 
Haiti, and Mexico. Another year—as our attention has been drawn to the 
point—this Comparative Table shall also be arranged so that the proportion 
received from General Missions shall appear under the different Dioceses, 
and not under “ Miscellaneous.” 

The Secretaries desire here to bear testimony to the fact that, in those 


Parishes where the Subscription-book plan of the Board has been carried out, 
the offerings have, in nearly every instance, resulted in a marked increase over 


the contributions of former years.

My Dzar Mr. Wetts: The Comparative Table in the November-December number of 
‘Tue Sprrir or Misstons (pp. 416, 417) credits the Diocese of Maine with a total of but 
$112.61 contributed to the department of Domestic Missions (including work among the 
Indians and Colored People), from September 1st, 1878, to September ist, 1879. The actual 
‘amount paid to the Domestic Committee during that period, as exhibited by your acknowl- 
edgments in previous numbers of Tae Spirir or Missrons was $342.84, as follows : Spe- 
cifically for Domestic Missions, from Maine, $112.61; and jointly with the Treasurer of the 
Foreign Committee, $434.39, of which 53 per cent. belongs to the Domestic Department, 
$230.23 ;—total, 342.84. 

The exhibit in the table referred to not only does serious injustice to the Diocese—show- 
ing a much smaller contribution for 1879 than for the previous years, whereas it was much 
larger than that of any previous year, except 1878 (when a special collection taken at the 
consecration of my cathedral made an extraordinary total)—but it falsely testifies that the 
plan adopted by the Board of Managers in the spring of 1878 has, in the only Diocese where

_ it has been adopted by any considerable number of parishes, worked to the diminution 


rather than to the increase of the receipts for Missions. I must therefore ask that, if my 
criticism is just, a formal correction of the error shall be promptly made in THE Sprrit oF

Missrons. I do not question that your grand totals are correct; but this particular table is” 
that to which any one would refer who was seeking to know what is doing for Domestic — 
Missions in the various Jurisdictions. My cathedral congregation alone gave $42.51 more qe 
for Domestic Missions during the see September ist, 1878-1879, than is therein credited to 
the whole Diocese. 
The sums credited month by month in Tue Spreir or Misstons under the head a 
‘General Acknowledgments” are given in accordance with the plan proposed to the Church 
: by the Board of Managers of our Missionary Society, and in view of their published rule of < 
- dividing such contributions between the two departments of Domestic and Foreign Missions, 
proportionably to the appropriations for those departments. Fifty-three per cent of those 
contributions from this and other Dioceses in the year 1879 was therefore given just as 
definitely for Domestic Missions as were any sums labelled ‘‘ For Domestic Missions,” and 
should have been distinctly credited to the respective Dioceses in the table referred to, and 4 
not lumped together under the insignificant head ‘‘ Miscellaneous.” : 7, 
I am, my dear Mr. Wells, very sincerely yours, : :

DEAREST Broruen: The list oe receipts 
_ for Domestic Missions, as given in Tur Sprrir 
or Missrons for January, haunts me—only fif- 
_ teen thousand dollars for three months! I can- 
not believe it. My whole heart goes out to 
you in sympathy. I know what it is to bear 
pain and sickness, and with it a load of care 
to crush an angel. Don’t be discouraged. It 
does look dark, but the light will come. The 
Lorp’s children will not fail you. 
One year ago and the land seemed bank- 
1 rupt; the harvests failed; the factories were 
_ still; the furnaces out of blast; the ships idle; 
_ sorrow and gloom everywhere. Then we be- 
_ gan to feel after the Lorp’s hand; to trust, to 
pray, to bring of our penury into His treas- 
ury. The cloud was removed; we had a 
bountiful harvest; business revived, and the 
whole land feels the pulsation of a new 
| life. 
|| Is this amount the Church’s thank-offering 
| for Gop’s bounty? Are we so like Pharaoh 
| of old that we forget the moment the cloud 
_of sorrow is taken away? If it is so with us, 
| alas! it would have been better for us, and 
better for the souls for whom Curist died, 
| if we had travelled a little longer in the wil-

derness. I will not believe it. In the hurry 
of business, or in the multitude of cares, 
Christian men may have forgotten this great 
Missionary work. Other sounds may have 
deadened the call which ever bids the Church 
to ‘‘Go and tell all men the story of love.” 
They will not, they cannot, they dare not re- 
fuse to give, and give liberally, for Jesus’ sake. 

Since our Lorp ascended into Heaven there 
never were such opportunities to do His work, 
It is not in one field: it is everywhere. Our 
Church has a blessed mission to lead these 
sin-sick souls to the One Who is the refuge of 
the weary and heavy-laden. She can guide 
these poor bewildered ones into His Truth; 
she can comfort these sorrowing ones. There 
isa power stirring Christian hearts to pray 
and work, and they cannot refuse to give. 

I feel very keenly for you, who must hear 
all the cries of these poor, unpaid Mission- 
aries. It is one of the saddest cries I ever 
heard. I feel the more deeply because I am, 
perhaps, responsible for some of your appro- 
priations. I was present at your Committee 
meeting at the time these appropriations were 
made. The name of Kansas was called. 
You gave Bishop Vail $2,000 last year. I 
told the Committee what I knew of the field. 


travagant. 
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I said another religious body expended last 
year nearly $30,000 in its Missions in Kansas. 
This Church, which boasts of its Catholicity 
and Apostolic character, gives less than one- 
tenth of that sum. I told them how I wept 
when Bishop Vail told me how utterly sad 
and heart-broken he was over his unoccupied 
fields, 

Then came Iowa. I described the influence 
of Bishop Lee’s character as a man of Gop; 
I told them what I knew of that field, and 
the way the people were looking toward the 
Church; of districts larger than some good- 
ly States without a Clergyman; of Bishop 
Perry’s anxiety and earnestness to meet these 
wants, and how helpless he was. 

Then came Nebraska and Dakota. With- 
out any eloquence I described the rapid in- 
crease of the population, and told them they 
had better give up Iowa and Minnesota rather 
than neglect Dakota. 

Then came Minnesota and Colorado and 
Nevada. They were talking about Territories 
larger than the whole Hastern States; about 
fields where this generation will settle the for- 
tunes of the Church for a century; of popu- 
zations which will control the nation and in- 
fluence the world. I gave them an honest 
picture of the North-west. Then there rose 
before them the Pacific slope, with all its 
marvellous possibilities of good to be done; 
of brave, stalwart Tuttle, that even a coward 
could not turn back upon; of the vast Mis- 
sionary fields of the South-west; of the deso- 
lated South; of the millions of Freedmen; of 
the poor, hunted, outlawed Indians. Did 
they do wrong to trust the Church, to believe 
that Gop would incline His people to give 
liberally, if they planned with large hearts? 
They did not dare do less. There was not 
one of the Committee whose heart would not 
have leaped for joy if they could have done 
more. They voted these appropriations 
with tears in their eyes. They are not ex- 
The Church has not yet sent out 
men enough for sentinels upon the outposts, 


much less to talk about an army. Few as| 


they are, they are not going to fail, for the 


Lorp is with them. The Church will not | 


desert you. I have waited, sometimes months, 
I have cried like a child in the darkness, be- 
cause I could not feel His hand. He was 
there. He was leading me by a way I knew 
not, and the prayer was answered. I worked 
ten years for the poor Chippewas, and hardly 
saw any fruit. If, in those days when I 
used to travel through forests with Brothers 
Knickerbacker and Johnson, some one had 
said to us, ‘The day will come when Indian 
Ministers of Curisr will do this work, and 
Christian congregations take the place of 
these squalid, wretched heathen,” we should 
have said, ‘‘ Let Thy servants depart in peace, 
for our eyes have seen Thy salvation.” 

No, we will not be disheartened! We will 
bear bravely all the burdens the Lorp lays on 
our shoulders, pray, and work, and hope on.- 
It wont be long before the work is over and 
the rest will come: ‘‘So He giveth His beloved 
sleep.” i 3 

Pardon my letter. Iam suffering fearfully, 
but I could not help writing to you. As the 
poor slave said, when told not to sing in 
church, ‘‘I can’t help it, massa; it just sings 
itself.” 

Perhaps some doubting soul may say, ‘‘ You 
must withdraw some Missionary.” Who 
shall it be? One like Wilcoxson, who has 
grown old in the service, who for over 
thirty years has preached Curist, and 
never received a day-laborer’s salary? Shall 
it be one of our Indian Missionaries, who is 
preaching to those who never heard that there 
was a SAviouR? Shall it be some one of the 
laborers to the Freedmen? Where shall we 
sound the coward’s call to retreat? Notin my 
Diocese; not along this Western frontier; not 
among the heathen of our own land. No, 
we wont take any backward steps; we want 
the world to know this Church comes to stay. 
It is too near the eventide to change front; 
we will bide our time, and work and pray 
and work. The Church will help us. Gop 
have mercy on the Christian who is deaf when 
his Master’s call is sounding in his ears! Gop 
bless you, my dear brother!

lic schools for the education of girls, to say & 
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nothing of their schools or colleges for young 
men and for boys, in successful operation. Of 
these, some had been for a considerable time 
in existence, and others were more recent. 
These were all within the State, or on the 
border of it, at St. Joseph, Atchison, Leaven- 
worth, Kansas City, St. Mary’s, and at Osage 
Mission, and all for girls exclusively. There 
was not a single school of the sort under 
Protestant control. I at once realized the im- 
portance of such a school under our own 
Church. 

The Rev. Mr. Callaway, now deceased, one 
of the early Missionaries in Kansas before the 
war, had wisely seen the emergency, and had 
built such a school as an attachment to the par- 
sonage of Grace Church, in Topeka, where he 
had established a Mission. Upon this foundation 
we started, buying out the rectorial right of 
the parish in the school-house, and then finishing 
up the building, which had never been fully 
completed, and which had fallen badly into 
decay during the war. The school was pre- 
sided over by the Rev. J. N. Lee, now of the 
Diocese of Southern Ohio, who conducted it 
very successfully for several years, from 1865 
to 1872. At this latter date it passed into the 
charge of the Bishop of the Diocese, who has 
ever since, for the last seven years, resided in 
the institution and presided in the school and 
in the family. 

The legal name of the institution is ‘‘ The 
College of the Sisters of Bethany,” after the 
two sisters, St. Martha and St. Mary, in that 
sweet home where Jusus so frequently visited, 
and of whose inmates it is written, ‘‘ Now, 
Jrsus loved Martha, and her sister, and Laz- 
arus.”’ It is often spoken of in the West under 
the abbreviated name of ‘‘ Bethany College,” 
or simply ‘‘ Bethany.” 

In 1870, as the old seminary was becoming 
too limited in its accommodations, the Bishop 
commenced raising funds for a new building, 
which was opened for its purposes in 1872. 
The old -building, which was of brick, was 
deeded by the trustees to another Board of 
Trustees as the Kansas Theological School. 

That institution is now doing a very effec- 
tive and needed work in preparing Candidates 
for Holy Orders, three Deacons having been 
ordained in the Diocese during the past year, 
and three candidates being now engaged in 
their studies preparatory to ordination. 

The new building is of stone, very strongly 
built, of three stories, in addition to a base- 
| ment twelve feet high, chiefly above the level 


o 


of the ground, and which is really a very val- 
uable story ; and in addition to an attic, archi- 
tecturally so-called, which is really another very 
valuable story, ten and one-half feet high. 
This building is capable of accommodating 
fifty boarding pupils, and from ten to twelve 
ladies employed as teachers, in addition to 
the chaplain and matron, the needed domes- 
tics, and the Bishop and his family. It stands 
in the city of Topeka, on a square plot of 
nearly twenty acres, just three blocks west of 
the State House, which stands on a similar 
square. The south section of the building is 
named ‘‘ Wolfe Hall,” after the late lamented 
Mr. John D. Wolfe, of New York, who was 
its founder, and by whose generosity and that 
of his honored daughter it was built and paid 
for. This section contains the gymnasium, 
the main school-room, the room for recitations 
in physical science, and the beautiful open- 
rooted chapel, which can hold three hundred 
persons, and which, as a gem of Gothic forms 
and proportions, is the admiration of all who 
visit it. 

We have not time nor space to speak of the 
methods nor of the plan of the College, ner of 
its curriculum of study, except that it is in 
the three departments of primary, prepara- 
tory, and collegiate, and includes the orna- 
mental as well as solid branches of a thorough 
secular education; while at the same time there 
isa careful supervision of the life and morals of 
the pupils, and a careful training in Christian 
truth as this Church receives it in her stand- 
ards, and the constant effort to send out these 
girls into society as high-toned Christian 
women. 

The institution has been very successful in 
its work. here are fen teachers resident in 
the institution, and one other, a very able 
scientist, from Indiana, spends nearly two 
months in the winter, giving daily lectures, 
sixty in all, with illustrations, in chemistry 
god physics. There are now more than a 
hundred girls in the College, of whom thirty- 
five are boarders and the others day-pupils 
from the city. Of these last several are the 
children of persons who have moved into 
Topeka and built their homes there for the 
purpose of sending their daughters to the Col- 
lege; and probably twenty are from other 
parts of the State, who, not able to board in 
the institution, have taken rooms in the city 
and board themselves at less cost, so anxious 
are they for the benefits of an advanced edu- 
cation, 
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In addition to these there are always a few 
girls, from three to six, who are free pupils, 
receiving board and schooling without paying 
for them, or for very slight remuneration—a 
poor clergyman’s daughter, or an orphan girl 
left as a waif in that wide land, to be saved 
by somebody, or some bright, capable girl 
longing for education, and who cannot be 
refused. All such ought to be aided. 

To support such an institution requires con- 
tinual exertion, and involves unceasing anxi- 
ety; for we have no endowment whatsoever, and 
depend entirely upon our current receipts 
from pupils to meet our current expenditures. 
The iastitution is thoroughly finished and fur- 
nished. It has cost about $85,000, and there 
is not a cent of debt upon it for anything. In 
addition to the large cost of salaries for so 
many teachers, and the support of such an 
establishment—with all the incidentals of coal, 
and domestic service, and insurances, and 
necessary refurnishings—there is the item of 
wear and tear to be provided for, the repaint- 
ing of roofs and of outside cornices, and 
window and door frames, the keeping up of 
chimneys, etc., etc. It is very difficult to 
meet all these outlays from the current re- 
ceipts, at the low rates at which pupils must 
be boarded and taught in the institution, in 
the face of the strong competition from the 
other schools referred to. 

We need an endowment. At present the 
Bishop resides in the College—giving up the 
rest of a quiet home of his own— looks 
after all its financial and other interests, and 
does all the duties of a President, without any 
compensation, as he has for the seven years last 
past. But this cannot always be. It cannot 
be expected of his successor; for, as the 
churches of the Diocese are multiplied, the 
Bishop will not be able to give the necessary 
time to the College, and another head must be 
procured, with a suitable salary. An endow- 
ment must then be provided. If any benevo- 
lent friend, with means sufficient, would give 
us an endowment of twenty, thirty, forty, or 
fifty thousand dollars, it would lift a heavy 
load from the Bishop’s shoulders, and secure a 
lasting benefit to the Church. 

But in the lack of so large a gift froma 
single person, we suggest the plan of scholar- 
ships. Five thousand dollars would entirely 
support a pupil in the College, yielding, at six 
per cent., $800 per annum, which would 
cover all charges, at the regular rates, for 
everything, including also music and drawing. 


efforts can be consummated. 


Four thousand dollars, at the same rate of a 
interest, would yield $240 per annum, an 
amount which the institution would gratefully 
receive as covering all charges, although the 
amount of profit to the institution would be 
proportionally less. Three thousand dollars a 
would yield an income of $180 per annum, 
and, with a little help from parents or-friends, 
would support-a pupil. Hither of these sums 
would create a scholarship, and thus assist in 
the endowment. Two thousand five hundred 
dollars, $2,0U0, $1,500, would create corre- 
sponding half-scholarships, which could be 
united, with others of the same class, under — 
the names of the two donors, just as the whole 
scholarships would bear the names of their 
several donors. 

Are there not members of our Church 
who would be willing to endow such scholar- 
ships, some of $4,000, some of $3,000? 
Twenty of such scholarships would quite en- 
dow the College, and, at thesame time, secure 
the perpetual education of twenty girls, the 
daughters of poor clergymen, or other worthy pe 
and promising girls, anxious for an education, 
and to be fitted for influence and usefulness. 
As the years would roll on, and when the 
givers would be sleeping in their graves, 
their works would follow them, and the suc- 
cession of those blessed by their beneficence 
would be forever continued. Would that the 
dear Lord would put it into the hearts of 
many who read these lines to act upon this 
appeal, and thus to aid an object one of the 
most important for the welfare of our spread- 
ing West! 

I give one single illustration of the present 
importance of this College for girls. The 
Missionary Bishops of Northern and of West- 
ern Texas are each undertaking the work of 
establishing a school for girls in their respec- 
tive Jurisdictions. Butit must be some time, 
probably some years, before their plans and 
For the pres- 
ent, therefore, our illustration is of command- 
ing force. Not going north of Kansas, 
where, in Nebraska, there is such a school for 
girls at Omaha, and not going west of Kan- 
sas, where, in Northern Colorado, there is. 
such a school for girls at Denver, but taking 
only Kansas, and that which lies south of Kan- 
sas, that is, Southern Colorado, New Mex- 
ico, and the Indian Territory, where are 
many whites and army posts, and Texas, 
Louisiana, and Arkansas, and a part of West- 
ern Missouri, then, I say, in all this country 
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this institution stands to-day alone as an or- 
ganized Church College and Protestant insti- 
tution for girls exclusively. Now, the coun- 
try here referred to, and which is to be filled 
before long with millions of population, in 
which this institution stands alone of its kind, 
is one-third larger than all the Atlantic States 
put together, including Maine and all New 
England, and New York, and New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania, and Delaware, and Mary- 
land, and Virginia, and North and South 
Carolina, and Georgia, and the vast peninsula 


of Florida. In such a country, one-third 
larger, Irepeat, than all the Atlantic States 
put together, this College of the Sisters of 
Bethany, organized and furnished and officer- | 
ed, for girls and young women exclusively, 
stands as the only Protestant College and the 
only Church College. Alone in a country so 
vast and in a country with such a future! Is 
it not worth helping, worth sustaining, worth 
endowing? Who will respond with prayer, 
with sympathy, with gifts?

IMPORTANCE OF MAINE AS MISSIONARY GROUND. 


A LETTER FROM BISHOP NEELY. 


PoRTLAND, January 28th, 1880. 
My Dear Dr. Twine: This is not a season 
of the year when I can make such a report 
upon the work of my Missionaries as would 
be the more interesting to the readers of Tur 
Spirit or Missrons because coming from my 
hand, for it is now several months since I 
have seen the Missions, or many of the Mis- 
sionaries. You know how itis with me. I 
am still the Rector of a parish, obliged to be 
such for my own maintenance, and am there- 
fore compelled, in justice to the people who 
support me, to devote at least these winter 
months to the duties of my rectorship. Very 
pleasant duties they are, too, and in the exer- 
cise of them here, in this our most important 
town, I can feel that I am still subserving in 
some measure the general interests of my Dio- 
cese. Yet if our Episcopate Fund were ade- 
quate to the support of the Bishop, so that 
the income from the offerings in the Cathe- 
dral might be devoted to furnishing him with 
sufficient assistance in the performance of this 
local work, neither the depth of our snow nor 
the frigid suggestions of the thermometer 
would prevent him from making at least one 
general Missionary tour in the winter time. 
Of course, I am continually in correspond- 
ence with our Missionaries, but that is usu- 
ally with reference to some particular ques- 
tion affecting their work, or some special 
want which they would have me find the 
means to supply; and I imagine that their 
quarterly reports sent to you would fursish 
more information respecting the general de- 
tails of their work than I am able to give just 
at this time. 
We have in the course of the year four 
meetings of our own Diocesan Board of Mis- 
sions, one of which falls in the Advent sea- 


son, and another ordinarily in March, but 
neither of these are the remoter Missionaries 
able to attend, so difficult and expensive 
would be the journey. This is much to be 
regretted, for their isolation from their breth- 
ren of the Clergy is one of their severest trials ; 
and it would be very refreshing to them to 
meet with us, besides inspiring us all by their 
presence and words with a livelier sense of 
their condition and needs. 

But having said thus much by way of apolo- 
ey for not writing as to the status of particu- 
lar Missions at this moment, or of what my 
Missionaries are just now doing (for I will not 
bring into service here the observations of 
three or four months ago), let me at once add 
that I am abundantly certified of both the 
faithfulness and efficiency of my co-workers 
in this Missionary field. And let any one who 
is disposed to question the expediency or util- 
ity of aiding in their support from the gen- 
eral offerings of the Church take up his 
‘« Whittaker’s” and compare the annual in- 
crease to the Communion of the Church by 
Confirmation in this Diocese with that of any 
Western Diocese or Missionary Jurisdiction 
having the same number of Clergy, he will 
not only satisfy himself on the point referred 
to, but find a ready refutation of the objection 
so often repeated, ‘‘ that it is vain to look for 
any considerable increase to the Church in 
such communities as that of Maine, where 
the population is nearly stationary; where the 
people are nearly all traditionally attached to 
some other religious body, and family and 
social considerations restrain them from act- 
ing upon new convictions; where the prevail- 
ing prejudices against us are so strong,” etc., 
etc. 

Our progress is indeed painfully slow here,

as might well be expected from various cir- 
cumstances, chiefly from our own poverty, 
from the comparatively little aid given us, 
and from the extent of the emigration to 
Western States and Territories, by which 
alone we annually lose nearly as many com- 
municants as we gain. But that is a loss to 
Maine, and not to the Church at large; and 
surely it presents no reason for withholding 
from us a generous share of the offerings for 
Domestic Missionary work, but quite the con- 
trary. The statistics show that notwithstand- 
ing all the alleged peculiar difficulties and ob- 
stacles, notwithstanding the enforced restric- 
tions upon the Bishop’s activity in Missionary 
work, and notwithstanding that we lack 
nearly the whole equipment in the way of 
schools, etc., so liberally provided for West- 
ern Jurisdictions by contributions from the 
East, yet, by the blessing of Gop upon the 


labors of our few faithful Missionaries and 


other Clergy, the accessions to the Church are 
more numerous here in proportion to the 
laborers in the field than in almost any of 
those Western Jurisdictions. On the other 
hand, those thus added to the Church in 
Maine do not continue with us to be our 
helpers, and to add to our local strength, but 
soon emigrate to the West, to become the help- 
ers of Bishops and Clergy already so largely 
helped by the offerings of Eastern Church- 
men. 


What are the just conclusions from these 
considerations but that, first, the Missionaries 
of the General Board in this field are active 
and competent men (nearly one-half of the 
Candidates for Confirmation in the last year 
were presented by them); and secondly, that 
for the general interests of the Church not 
only should they be kept here, but others like 
them sent and maintained here, and much 
more done than has hitherto been done in the 
way of providing other agencies for the pros- 
ecution of our work in Maine? 

Perhaps I have not been quite prudent in 
speaking so warmly of the efficiency of my 
fellow-workmen; for our covetous brethren in 
the West (covetous, I mean, according to the 
apostolic injunction, 7. ¢., ‘‘of the best gifts’’), 
receiving already the bulk of the Missionary 
offerings, and enriched, furthermore, by the 


tide of our population, and rejoicing in many» 


theological schools, would also fain persuade 
our younger and most active Clergy that the 
West offers the only adequate field for the ex- 
ercise of such energy and ability as theirs. 
But justice must nevertheless be done to my 
Missionaries, and whenever they are induced 
by plausible arguments or flattering promises 
to leave me, they will go with my benedic- 
tion. Ido not, however, observe any decid- 
edly Westward inclination in them at present.

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A LETTER FROM BISHOP NILES, 


ConcorD, February, 1880. 
My Dear Dr. Twine: I cannot resist your 
call for some information touching the Mis- 
sionary work and outlook in New Hampshire. 
The Church has a right to know what use is 
here made of the Missionary aid that she 
gives. And you have yourself been so uni- 


‘formly thoughtful of us, and so ready in our 


necessities to speak a friendly word, that I 
would be ungrateful indeed were I to decline 
to comply with a request from you. 

But when one comes to the actual writing 
out of a record of progress in spiritual things, 
one painfully feels how poor, how insuflicient, 
how unworthy, how misleading perhaps, the 
record must be. For, in the first place, it is 
not right to blazon abroad overmuch the good 
-dzeds of good men, and the beneficent acts 
which go to make up the outward and visible 
part of their life. And when we come to 
character, and the motives by which people are 


governed in their religious ‘‘ doings,” to those 
things which are the essence, the end, the test 
of the whole, concerning these weighty things 
we are compelled to silence. Integrity, faith, 
love, humility, the spiritual mind, the daily 
walking with Gop, and all the graces of the 
Sprrir, who shall add up these, from time to 


time, and declare their sum, and tell us what- 


progress therein the people are making? Good- 
ness cannot become the subject-matter of a 
table of statistics. Yet Christian goodness, 
the life of Gop in the soul of man, is the 
great thing—one might perhaps say, is the only 
great thing. Of this I am able to present no 
report. That about which I can write has no 
value save as it is the fruitage of holiness, or 
leads on to holiness. Its whole worth lies on 
its spiritual side, not on its tangible, statistical 
side. 

I can state that in this Diocese of New 
Hampshire during the ten years last past, the

number of communicants has increased by 
more than seventy per cent.; a noteworthy 
fact this, in a State which shows no increase 
But how shall I measure the 


purpose of those who have been added to us? 

I might tell you that contributions for Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missions have increased a 
little, and that offerings for Diocesan Missions 
have in ten years risen from five hundred dol- 
lars to two thousand six hundred, for which I 
am most thankful. But it would not be 
seemly to discourse about the motives of those 
who give, or to weigh the love and the self- 
denial that go with the gift. Wanting such 
knowledge of these deeper things as can be 
tabulated in a report, and havingin mind our 
blessed Lorp’s word touching the poor widow 
and her one farthing, the mere counting up of 
dollars is not altogether satisfactory. To es- 
timate spiritual life by these means alone is 
much like judging of a man by measuring his 
body. About all that can be safely said is this: 
If people who are in much the same worldly 
condition in which they have always been do 
largely increase their voluntary offerings for 


the Lorp’s work, it may be hoped that they 


do it because of a deepened interest in spirit- 
ual religion. And then the dollars do enable 
you to meet your pledges, and me to do my 
work. 

To take another case. In the eight years 
ending with our next convention, as much 


__ property in churches will have been added 


general Church property there. 


to this Diocese (and paid for) as the value 
of all the churches of the Diocese eight 
years ago. This, of course, has no reference 
to St. Paul’s School, and to the additions to 
Nor does it 
include Diocesan institutions, as the Orphan’s 
Home or the Holderness School for Boys, or 
the Episcopal Fund; although the Home has 
been incorporated and enlarged, and this 


School and the Fund both had their beginning 


within the periodnamed. Nor are parsonages 
included, nor anything except churches and 
the ground on whieh they stand. That these 
should have increased by one hundred per 
cent. in an old Statelike this in eight years— 
and such years of poverty—is a cheering fact. 
But this statement would create a wrong im- 
pression if it should be inferred that all the 
entire cost of these churches had been met 
here at home. The larger part has been given 
in New Hampshire. Without some help from 
other sources, hardly one of them could have 


been built. Tur Srrrir or Missrons has 
aided not a little in making some of our needs 
and opportunities known. Beyond this the 
larger part, but by no means all, of the help 
from without the Diocese has come from per- 
sons born in New Hampshire, or who have 
had some personal relations with New Hamp- 
shire. Butnow that we have the churches, in 
writing an account concerning them one finds 
himself tempted by a subtle delusion to think 
that something is already accomplished, to 
regard them as more than means to an end— 
namely, the promotion of spiritual religion; 
and to forget that church edifices, however 
substantial and comely, are only the scaffold- 
ing of that spiritual house, the redeemed 
Church of Gop. 

Still, the churches and Missionaries and 
offerings are necessary means to the pub- 
lic worship of Gop and the proclaiming of 
the everlasting Gospel, that dying men may 
have comfort and peace, and be saved 
through Curist forever. And I suppose 
that it is legitimate for us, in a thankful 
way, to tell of them. 

Of Missions here that receive grants from 
the General Board, or have lately received 
grants, Goffstown and Pittsfield are going 
quietly on. I think that in each place the 
Church is strengthening herself a little, but 
it is slowly; and she is in both doing the 
Lorp’s work. Exeter, astation of the Board 
for several years, is now, by great and con- 
stant exertions of the people, and with. self- 
denial on the Rector’s part, independent of 
Missionary aid; and good and plentiful fruit 
is gathered there from the sowings of recent 
years, 

In Nashua everything is vastly brightened 
since last you heard from New Hampshire. 
Then we were worshipping in an upper hall, 
as for six years before. Now our hearts 
are made glad by an excellent church of 
stone, to seat four hundred and fifty persons, 
built on the best street of the city, and well 
filled on Sunday witha congregation of thank- 
ful worshippers. The church, which could 
not otherwise have been built, is a sacred 
memorial of Sarah 8. Rand, in her lifetime of 
Middletown, in Connecticut. The family are 
natives of New Hampshire, but not of Nashua. 
This and the new church and parsonage in the 
young village of Woltboro’ Junction come of 
the holiest feelings in the human heart. And 
it is also something peculiarly joyous and 
strengthening to be thus helpfully remember- 
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ed, in work for the highest good of the peo- 
ple, by those who look back with love to their 
native or ancestral State. 

In Hanover, the Board’s most important 
Mission here, much good is all the time ac- 
complished.: Five students of Dartmouth 
College at my last visitation received Con- 
firmation, and others went to their homes to 
be confirmed. Hardly one of these, I think, 
was brought up in the Church, or was before 
a member of any religious body. 

I yesterday returned from Lancaster, our 
northernmost Mission. Here the Church is 
taking a firm hold; and it exertsa wholesome, 
holy influence in all the region round about. 
I wish we could get rid of some debt that 
rests upon the land on which the church 
stands (the only debt ever incurred in any 
Missionary work of the Diocese, and this by 
an accident), so that the church could be 
consecrated. But, this will come in Gop’s 
good time. Mr. Goodrich, of Lancaster, with 
Mr. Graves, of Littleton, have just now re- 
turned from a week’s Missionary tour through 


the regions stretching to the Canadian line. | 


Littleton, three or four years your Mission, 
now asks no Missionary aid. And they have 
a parsonage paid for. 

Woodsville, a fresh, stirring village twenty 
miles this side of Littleton, makes a good use 
of the stipend which the Board this year 
grants. They have had a Clergyman in charge 
somewhat over a year. There is no church of 
any kind in the village, but Services are held 
inahall. The spirit of the people is excellent. 
A fair congregation gathers to worship. There 
is a well-taught Sunday-school; and all about 
are plenty of persons to be won to the SAVIoUR 
who now frequent no place of worship. 

Last summer a good Baptist citizen of the 
village came to me and offered to give us a 
desirable lot of ground, which cost him over 
$600, if we would build a church on it. 
Subscriptions there, and two or three gifts 
from other places—one a large gift—make it 
almost certain that we can next summer go on 
with the building. But I must in some way 
furnish a few hundred dollars of help. 

Woodsville is a ‘‘ railroad village” largely, 
and the pecuniary ability of these working 
people is very small, in proportion to their 
number. 

There is one work, and that a work of ex- 
ceeding importance as we here view it, of 
which I ought to say something—that is, the 
Holderness School for Boys. 


Many thoughtful persons in this State, in 


common with myself and with the earnest — 


Rector of St. Paul's School, have long felt 


the sore need of a good, plain school for boys 


only, suited to the circumstances of our rural 
folk. There are in this State two powerful 
schools for boys—St. Paul’s and Phiilips’ 
Exeter Academy. (At Exeter about forty of 
the pupils attend our church.) At both these 
schools, save upon a few foundations, the ex- 


pense of living, though not excessive, is too” 


great for the New Hampshire boy; and, for 
boys only, there is no other in the whole 
State. 

From the hill and valley towns of New 


Hampshire how many sturdy and controlling — 


men in public life and in affairs have. gone 
forth! Webster, Chase, Wilson, Dix, Jewell, 
Fessenden, Zachariah Chandler, B. F. Butler, 
and in j-urnalism Greeley and Dana, and I 
know not how many others, some of them good 
men, others less good, butall men of power, 
and all from country towns. What we are 
extremely desirous to do is to gather in so 
many as we may of these native youths, both 
to instruct them thoroughly, and to lead them, 
with the Divine blessing, to be good, Gop- 
fearing men. 

The Livermore mansion and part of the 


estate at Holderness, half a mile from Plymouth, ~ 
in the very heart of the Diocese, has been — 


purchased, paid for, and put in good con- 
dition, 
quietly and smoothly, with twenty-five pupils, 
the full number that we can now receive. A 
New Hampshire lad is well provided for in 
his living, and in all things requisite to prep- 
aration for college or for common life, for 
$200 a year. > 

Everything in the school has thus far pros- 
pered beyond our expectations. Applications 
have been received in behalf of several more 
boys, who will come to us next fall if we 
can take them. At the low charges needful 
to be maintained, the school must have some 
assistance in endowments and in buildings. 
The income now defrays the current expenses, 
except a small part of the teachers’ salaries. 
The trustees earnestly hope in some way to 
be able to add next summer enough rooms for 
fifteen additional boys. 


useful there this spring in providing for the 
enlargement needed. Then we hope, as the 
school is so well justifying its existence, to 


receive, as time goes on, gifts or bequests of 


And last September the school opened — 


If we had one or — 
two thousand dollars it would be sincularly — 
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scholarships or part-scholarships, and of mas- 
terships or part-masterships (as colleges have 


scholarships and professorships). The cost 
must be kept down if we would gather in 
the strong yeoman classes; and it can be kept 
down. 

No Missionary undertaking among us has 
ever awakened here one-half so much interest 
as this. Parishes, here and there, gave money, 
and ladies worked and planned, that we might 
have the furniture of the house with no cost to 


the corporation. And the work at the school 
is a holy thing with -us, and is the object of 
many daily prayers. 

The churches in Ashland and Holderness, 
lately a Mission of the Board, are now supplied 
with Services by the school. I see no reason 
to hinder this school from growing to bea 
rich blessing to the State, and a mighty influ- 
ence in setting forward the Kingdom of Gop 
and all those things that wise men love.

MINUTE. 

Since the last meeting of this Com- 
mittee it has pleased Gop to remove, by 
death, Mr. Stewart Brown, who was a 
member of the Foreign Committee from 
1850 through the remainder of his life. 


In view of this dispensation of Di- 
vine Providence, we, the members of this 
Committee, wish to put upon record our 
sense of the very great loss we have 
sustained in the death of Mr. Brown. 
His high character and reputation in 
this community and throughout the 
country have imparted strength to, and 
commanded confidence for us in our 
work during the long period of his 
connection with it. No one has been 
more faithful than he in the perform- 
ance of all the duties devolving upon 
him in this relation. While engaged 
in active business life, he cheerfully 
gave whatever of time and effort were 
required of him as a member of this 
Committee, and he continued in the 
faithful discharge of these duties even 
after the infirmities of age had come 
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upon him. All through his connection 
with this work he was also a liberal 
contributor to our funds. 

Mr. Brown was especially faithful in 
his discharge of the duties devolving 
upon him as a member of various sub- 
committees, entrusted with certain de- 
partments of our work. As a conse- 
quence of this he was very familiar with 
the details of our Missionary operations, 
and his accurate knowledge of these 
details, combined with his excellent 
judgment and earnest zeal, made him a

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ORDINATION IN THE FIELD.* 


On Wednesday in the Advent Ember Week 
(December 17th), in the Church of Our Saviour, 
Hong-kew, Shanghai, Bishop Schereschewsky 
advanced the Rev. Wiiiram 8. Sayres to the 
Priesthood. All of our own Clergy in that city, 
and the Very Rev. Dean Butcher, of the Eng- 
lish Cathedral, were present and assisted in the 
Services. The Rev. Dr. Nelson preached from 
Acts xx.24, ‘‘The ministry which I have receiv- 
ed of the Lorp Jesus, to testify the Gospel of 
the grace of Gop.” In his charge to the can- 
didate the preacher said, referring to Mr.Sayres’ 
assignment to duty at Wuchang: 


No Minister in the house had a nobler or 
more important post, or wider opportunities 
of work, than he would find at the point to 
which he was going. Onrisr had called all 
the Missionaries present to labor in the harvest 
in this country, and he, the candidate, might 
go to his work with the assurance that he 
would receive all needed grace and strength, 
and that he would be rewarded if found faith- 
ful. He then expressed the hope that many 
souls would be led to Curist through Mr. 
Sayres’ instrumentality, and that at the last 
he might hear the welcome words, ‘‘ Well 
done, good and faithful servant.” 


RETIREMENT OF A MISSIONARY.

FROM LETTERS OF THE REY. JOHN M’NABB. 
Care Mount, WEsTERN AFRICA, 
December 2d, 1879. 
Through the great mercy of Gop I arrived

here in good spirits, health, and perfect safety 
on the 23d of last month. As you will per- 
ceive, I landed at the Cape on Sunday—it was 
in the morning. As soon as I set foot upon 
the white sands of the shore I knelt in the 
presence of the Gop of Africa, as of Europe 
and America, and, with a thankful heart, 
acknowledged His most merciful provi- 
dence to me thus far, and asked for additional 
grace by which I would be rendered faithful 
in doing the work that He has been pleased 
to call me to here. In the evening I address- 
ed the children at the Station. During the 
subsequent week I almost every day officiated, 
either in the morning or evening. I was en- 
gaged the latter part of it in teaching. Last 
Sunday I preached in the morning, and con- 
ducted the entire evening Service.

I am still quite well, though I have been 
going about considerably. The Bishop, Mr. 
Grubb, and I went up the Lake the other day 
to visit two heathen towns, Tousa and Tala. 
It was the first time the people there had been 
sought for the purpose of preaching to them 
the Gospel. Mr. Grubb and I intend to con- 
tinue this work. We are beginning also to 
visit statedly the Liberians around us. We

have now sixty-two boys and girls, fifty-eight 
boys and four girls. I think there will be no 
difficulty in getting at least forty children 
more, which will be as many as we think we 
can well manage. All on the ‘‘Hill” are 


THE latest dates are to December 23d. The 
Ordination of Mr. Sayres to the Priesthood, 
noticed above, on the 17th, and his departure 
with his wife on the 19th of that month for 
their new Station at Wuchang, as also the 
consecration of the Rev. Hoong Neok Woo’s 
new chapel at San Ting Kur, are the promi- 
nent items of intelligence. The consecration 
took place on Friday, December 19th. The 
locality is about twelve miles north from 
Shanghai. It is mentioned that the new 
building, known as St. Stephen’s, cost $1,034, 
of which sum Mr. Woo’s sister contributed 
$200. From a long account of the ceremony 
in the North China Herald we extract what 
follows: 

The Bishop, with most of the other Clergy, 
and several ladies of the Mission, the Divinity 
Students from St. John’s College, and some 
of the pupils from the ‘‘ Bridgman Memo- 
rial” and ‘‘Emma Jones” Girls’ Schools, 
made their way to the new chapel by various 
conveyances, the chief among which was a 
steam-launch, kindly lent by Mr. Clark 
Blethen, of the firm of 8. C. Farnham & Co. 

Arriving about 12 o’clock, we found a large 
assemblage around and within the chapel, 
gathered from the village and surrounding 
country, waiting with anxious curiosity to see 
the performance. 

It should be specially noticed that the Cheh- 
sien of the Paw-san District, who had been 
invited to attend, had sent a proclamation for- 
bidding any disorder on the occasion, as well 
as a very civil reply to the invitation. 

The Bishop and the Clergy, native and for- 
eign, in the order of juniority, entering the 
front door of the chapel, went in procession 
up the aisle to the chancel, the Bishop and 
Clergy alternately reading as they moved the 
verses of the 24th Psalm. The Bishop within 
the rail read the address to the people and the 
prayers proper to the occasion, and the sen- 
tence of consecration was laid on the Com- 
munion-table. After which the opening Sen- 
tences of the regular Service and the General 
Confession were read by the Rev. Hoong Neok 
Woo, who was thus, very appropriately, the 
first Minister to officiate in the newly-conse- 
crated chapel, the building of which is so 
largely due to his individual efforts. The 
Lessons and Creed were read by the Rev. Y. 
K. Yen. The Rev. Dr. Nelson read the 
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well. How long we shall remain so only 
Gop knows. But for Curist’s sake, if it re- 


dounds to His glory, we are content to be sick 
or well, to suffer or to be free from pain, to 
be sorrowful or to be glad.

prayers, and the canticles and hymns were 
sung with spirit by the teachers and pupils of 
the several schools. 

The preacher of the occasion was the Rev. 
Chai Wong, pastor of the native congregation 
of the Church of Our Saviour, Hongkew. 

The sermon being ended, the Bishop closed 
the Services of the day with prayer and the 
Benediction. 


The Bishop and Standing Committee have 
succeeded in leasing the remaining premises— 
two lots—at Hongkew, at the rate of 2,200 
taels per annum, for a term of twenty years, 
at the expiration of which time an additional 
sum of 3,800 taels is to be paid for the present 
buildings, which the lessee will tear down. 
The yearly income from the old property, to 
be applied upon the new as explained in the 
July number of last year, is now 3,400 taels, 
or say $4,300. 

The Bishop says : 

‘Our buildings at present are as follows : 
No. 1. Large college building, ¢. ¢., St. John’s 
College. No. 2. Frame house (double), with 
wing attached. [The main building is occu- 
pied by myself and family; the wing (tem- 
porarily) by Mr. Boone and family.] No. 3 
A good substantial house on the right of the 
college, occupied by Mr. Yen and family, ~ 
Nos. 4 and 5. Two houses not yet finished.” 


The schedule of the College studies for the 
present year has been drawn up, and the Col- 
lege may now be considered as organized. 
The Rev. Mr. Boone writes : 

On the 12th the College Faculty met for the 
first time, and drew up a prospectus of the In- 
stitution, and also a scheme of study for the 
two classes to be organized to begin the new 
year’s work. This is to be put into Chinese 
and sent forth, with the hope that it will induce 
those who can pay for such advantages to send 
their sons to St. John’s, and is as follows : 

St. John’s College, 1879-’80—Faculiy.—The 
Rt. Rev. S. I. J. Schereschewsky, D.D., 
President, the Chinese Classical Department; 
the Rev. William J. Boone, M.A., Chaplain, 
Professor of English Language and Literature 
and Mental and Moral Philosophy; the Rev.

moon to the last Thursday in June. Christ- 
mas recess, one week; Easter recess, Holy 
Week and Easter Monday, Faculty examina- 
tions, the first Tuesday of each month. 

Requirements for Admission. —The Four 
Books and Simple Essays—Chinese. Age, 
fifteen years. 

Course of Instruction.—The English lan- 
guage and literature, geography, history, the 
évidences of Christianity, natural science, 
mathematics, natural philosophy, chemistry, 
astronomy, mental and moral philosophy, in- 
ternational law. 

The full course is to be six years, and while 
we must begin with simple things, we hope to 
work up to as high a standard and to be as 
thorough in all our teaching as is possible 
with the staff of teachers the Church provides. 
It will be some years before the results will be 
manifest; but faith in the effects of such work 
is reasonably grounded on the experience of 
the past among many people far less literary 
in their predilections than the Chinese are. 
But, with larger classes in the future, and ad- 
ditional work in the theological school,* we 
must subdivide our branches and multiply our 
professors; and we earnestly hope that mean- 
time the friends, old and new, of the College 
will so increase the endowment as to meet the 
requirements of that time when it shall come. 


LETTER FROM THE REV. WM. J. BOONE. 
Sr. JoHN’s COLLEGE, SHANGHAI, 
December 2d, 1879. 

I half promised last mail to send you my 
first impressions of St. John’s Missionary 
College, our new endeavor to forward the 
Christian education of young Chinese, who 
may, under Gop, be builders of the Church of 
the Living Gop in this land of dumb idols 
and dead sages. Arriving from Japan and 
the United States we land nearly in front of the 
old location of our Mission in Hongkew, where 
much faithful work was done in preparation 
for that which we now undertake. Shops are 
all around the old sites, and already cover the 
ground where Duane Hall once stood. In an 
open carriage we drive along to the fine bridge 
that takes the place of the old-time open ferry- 
scow, and by the public gardens on the Bund, 
or river frontage, and on to the Central Hotel. 
There we turned up the main shopping street 
(the Nanking road), which gradually changes 
from foreign to Chinese, and then becomes

cricket-grounds, without which our English 
brethren are never content. Afterward we 
have some two miles of villas, further and 
further apart, until we reach the Bubbling 
Well, which gives its name to our road. Here 
are inns and a cottage, and two roads to 
choose from, the one to the left going by Si-ca- 
wei, the Roman Catholic college and semi- 
nary, and that to the right leading to St. 
John’s. We notice with satisfaction that cot- 
ton-fields, rather than rice, border our hard, 
smooth road, better because less used than that 
nearer town. As we near the Soo Chow 
Creek, at a turn in the road five buildings 
loom up, and make, indeed, a goodly show, 
and any one who has read late news of our 
work in China would at once have exclaimed, 
‘“That must be St. John’s!” Just a little this 
side of the fifth mile-stone, measured from 
the Bund, a winding, leafy lane turns in and 
brings us to the gate which directly faces the 
College and its thoroughly Chinese gateway. 

Prof. Yen’s house stands to the right, and 
the drive sweeps around past two buildings, 
not yet completed, to the Bishop’s house, 
with its wide-spreading verandahs and truly 
hospitable look. This house and the lawn 
and trees and shrubbery were all part of the 
lot as purchased, which made the bargain so 
desirable, aside from the convenience and fit- 
ness of the location for scholastic purposes. 

I need not say that it was a very great joy 
to be back again, and to see before our eyes 
‘so good a beginning made of what we all look 
to as the main hope of our especial work as a 
branch of Curist’s Church laboring in China. 
The College is not yet fully occupied, as the 
workmen are using part of the front range of 
rooms, and the Bishop has not thought it best 
to increase the number of students until he 
had his teaching staff on the ground. How- 
ever, fifty lads and eight Candidates for Holy 
Orders are at work in the second range, and 
Mr. Yen has spent much time and care in the 
past few months in getting as much as was 
possible the start made on the right basis. The 
Hall has been neatly fitted for use as our chapel 
until we can build a worthy place, not dwarfed 
by our other buildings, and disproportioned to 
the more secular parts of college education, 
which is to be Christian first, and then as wide 
in its range as we can hope to make it thor- 
ough. The new houses are being built for 
durability and comfort, and when finished 
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will add very greatly to the college-like look 
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of the place; and we hope soon, too, to add the 
chapel, to beautify the site reserved for it, and 


to set forth visibly to all who pass along the 


road that this is a Christian centre of light, 
and, we trust, also of sound learning. 

The Bishop returned on the 27th ult., and 
has assigned to me the general charge, aided 
by Mr. Yen, of all the work of the schools, 


with other duties not as yet distinctly speci- 


fied; and now let me add, in closing, some 
encouraging facts culled from our last number 
of the Missionary Recorder. 

In the Ching-Chow-fu district, Shantung, 
130 had been baptized recently, of whom 65 
were women, and all having been attending 
Services and under instruction for fully a 

year; and hundreds more were enrolled as 


| inquirers. 


‘« The late successful treatment of the wife 
of the great Viceroy, Li-Hung-Chang, by for- 
eign physicians, including a month’s residence 
within the viceregal quarters of a lady physi- 
cian from Peking, and the subsequent opening 
of a dispensary under the auspices of the Vice- 
roy, in which many eminent personages already 
have been treated by foreign physicians, are 
events of great significance. They cannot 
fail to give a great impetus to the work of Medi- 
cal Missions all over the empire.” 

While Mr. Hoyt writes of our own 
work at Wuchang that ‘‘the increase that 
marked the blessing upon our work last year 
is not checked yet, and there will be a goodly 
number of Baptisms this year; indeed, the 
number already baptized is not small.” 

Will the dear mother Church hear and heed 
these constant calls to us all to press on more 
earnestly every effort to provide laborers for 
the growing harvest, and to sow yet more 
widely the precious seed in trust in our hands? 
Gop grant it, and help us all more and more 
to love Him and His Service and glory! 


LETTER FROM THE REV. §S. R. J. HOYT. 


WucuHane, December 18th, 1879. 
ANOTHER half year is already near its close 
since I made my report, and I have in the 
meantime baptized eight persons, six adults 
and two infants. On Sunday next, the Fourth 
in Advent, Iam (D. VY.) to baptize five more 
adults, and on ‘‘ the Innocents’ Day,” which 


is also the Sunday after Christmas, I expect | 


to baptize four children; so that within the 
six months the number will be seven- 
teen, It had been understood that Bishop 
Schereschewsky would pay us a visit. during 


the last month, when some twenty odd per- 
sons would confirm their vows; but the 
Bishop’s trip to Peking prevented his com- 
ing. No doubt he will be here early next 
year. 

In my report I said that I had not suffered 
the girls’ school to grow because there was no 
lady to look after the girls. In view of the 
prospect of Mrs. Sayres coming here, I gave 
notice that I would receive afew more girls. 
Inavery short time I had fifteen instead of 
nine. I decided to stop at that number for the 
present, and have declined more than a dozen 
since. We could double the number in a 
month’s time if it were thought advisable. 
We have room for but twenty. In the spring 
I shall recommend receiving that number. 

In February next I expect to send six young 
men from the Bishop Boone Memorial School 
to the theological department of St. John’s 
College, Shanghai. I have therefore taken a 
few more boys into the school. In the tabu- 
lated statistics of the annual report the num- 
ber of pupils for this Station is understated, 
by some mistake in addition, or possibly by 
some obscurity in my report. At present the 
whole number is as follows: In the Bishop 
Boone Memorial School: Theological students, 
6; medical students, 2; boarders, 24; self- 
supporting, 2. Jane Bohlen Memorial (Girls’) 
School: Boarders, 15. Total, 49. 

May Gop sustain and a>undantly prosper 
His work in dear old Wuchang. My heart is 
already beginning to ache with the thought 
that I have so soon to leave it again. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sayres are expected here on 
Tuesday next, and I am happily occupied in 
getting ready for their reception. They 
seemed to be much pleased with Wuchang 
when here to pay me a short visit last sum- 
mer, The Clergy-house is undergoing con-' 
siderable repairs just now, which were found 
necessary for its preservation. I have taken 
no little pains to put the grounds, drains, etc., 
in as good order as possible, with view to 
sanitary benefits; and I see no reason why 
our Missionaries cannot be as safe here as in 
most parts of this malarial country. 


LETTER FROM THE REV. D. M. BATES. 


SuaneHar, Curva, December 2d, 1879. 
Toward the latter part of June such a hot 
spell of weather as has not been known here 
for many years began, so that what little 
strength was left by the sickness had to be 
hoarded up for making preparations to escape 
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from the heat to Chefoo. We spent two 
months there, and were ever so much benefited 
by the change to the sea air and cooler atmos- 
phere, and I have come back quite strong and 
well. 

We started the last day of July, a little 
later than many go, so that we had the steamer 
almost all to ourselves. This was very fortu- 
nate, as we were kindly furnished by the offi- 
cers with the best accommodations—the state- 
room of the first officer, on the upper deck, 
which was particularly fortunate, since we en- 
countered the edge of one of the severest ty- 
phoons known for many years just off the 
Shantung Promontory, and few things could 
be more intolerable than to be shut up in the 
close cabin of a small steamer during one of 
these storms. For several hours all that 
could be done was to put the ship’s head 
toward the wind, and, happily, they did not 
lose control of her, so that the same afternoon, 
August i1th, we arrived safely at Chefoo. 
There we found that much damage had been 
done amid the shipping in the harbor, as well 
as on shore to many houses. It was rather a 
dreary prospect to find that among the latter 
the house to which we were to have gone had 
been partly demolished by the violence of the 
wind; but, happily, kind friends were ex- 
pecting us, and we were not left in the lurch. 

Those from whom the Sanitarium had been 
rented secured other accommodations for those 
of our Missionaries who went to Chefoo, in 
a situation, if anything, more desirable than 
where the Sanitarium is. You can readily 
imagine how refreshing the change was from 
a temperature of ninety-cight degrees to one 
of about eighty, with a fresh sea-breeze be- 
sides. 

Chefoo is the commercial port of the 
Province of Shantung, and is, therefore, the 
base of all Missionary operations in that part 
of China. The town is about five hundred 
miles north of here, and, as with nearly all 
places in the empire, can only be easily approach- 
ed by steamer, so that in almost any place in 
China where we may happen to be, although 
land may stretch out in some directions from 
us for thousands of miles, we are practically 
as much isolated from other places as if we 
were on anisland. Chefoo itself consists of a 
wretched collection of Chinese houses and a 
small foreign settlement. The natives care 
very little for Christianity. They seem to 
have satisfied their curiosity about it, and 
then turned their backs upon it. So great is 


their apathy to it, that as many converts from. 


the interior, who have come to Chefoo, have 
lost their Christianity as there have been con- 
verts made in Chefoo itself. But it must not 
be supposed that this discouraging prospect is 
everywhere before one in the Province of 
Shantung. Upon the contrary, it is regarded 
as one of the brightest instances of success in 
Missionary work. When one penetrates into 
the interior of the province he meets with a 
substantial, earnest class of people. The na- 
tives are not there, as in Chefoo, subject to 
those influences so fatal to their regeneration 
which prevail, to some extent at least, in all 
the ports of China, and act as a blight to 
much of the evangelistic effort which is put 
forth by Missionaries. 

There is almost as striking a difference be- 
tween the people in various localities of China 
as exists between different sections of the 
United States. The Cantonese are active and 
enterprising. This is true, also, of the Ningpo 
men. The inhabitants of Shanghai, I am sorry 
to say, have the reputation of lacking energy 
and ‘‘push’’; and this impression is strength- 
ened by one’s noticing that in all the trades 
carried on by the Chinese it is the Cantonese 
and Ningpo artisans who take the lead. In 
Shantung and that more northern section of 
the country the people are much more unpol- 
ished, much ruder, and some among them 
come nearer than any whom I ever have met 
to being rude barbarians. There is a crude- 
ness, a sticking out of rough corners and edges, 
which here, farther south, does not ap- 
pear, where there is more suavity in the bear- 
ing of the natives. But, accompanying this 
harsher expression and character of mind, 
the traits of sincerity and earnestness are far 
more deeply seated than among the Shanghai 
Chinese. 

This structure of mind shows itself also in 
their religious belief. Just at sundown, as 
one passes by sections of Shanghai where 
Cantonese live, tapers may be seen burning at 
the door-sills and at a little shrine just oppo- 
site the entrance, with a view to keeping out 
evil spirits. But no very great earnestness of 
even heathen belief is discoverable in the in- 
habitants of Shanghai. In Shantung greater 
force of natural character makes itself felt 
when a man is really converted, and the native 
Christians there are said to possess more 
‘back-bone ” and stamina than in many other 
places. 


As I have already mentioned, Chefoo is the 
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base of most Missionary work in Shantung— 
that is, most of the Missionaries reside there, or 
in Tung-Chow, whichis fifty miles further along 
the coast. The plan of work is to build up 
their schools at these central points, and then 
to make long itinerating tours throughout the 
province, One is strongly reminded of St. 
Paul and Barnabas, and Silas and Timothy, 
starting out from some central point as their 
headquarters and making a long tour in Asia 
Minor, as later in Europe also, with a view 
either to planting the Faith, or to ‘‘ overseeing 
the Churches.” Indeed, a prominent Presby- 
terian Missionary laughingly remarked that 
the Church government in his Mission district 
was ‘‘ Episcopal,” and that he was himself 
‘*a Bishop,” while he had found it expedient 
to use a liturgy largely taken from the Prayer 
Book. 

I may take this gentleman’s work as a fair 
sample of the Shantung Mission work. In the 
beginning of winter he sets out for his field of 
work in a wheelbarrow drawn by a mule, and 
balanced on its one wheel by two men who 
This is the only wheeled con- 
veyance which the rough and narrow roads of 
that province admit of. In this he makes a 
long tour of about five hundred miles, extend- 
ing over a period of several months. Many 
years ago, when he first set forth, it was to 
Visit territory before untrodden by any Mis- 
sionary, and to meet with those who had not 
even heard of Christianity. 

Year after year the same places have been 
visited, generally large market-towns in which 
crowds are congregated together. Among 
these Christian truth and instruction have been 
disseminated as widely as possible, with the 
result that now eight strong Mission Stations 
have been built up and are under this Mission- 
ary’s supervision. These are cared for on the 
spot by what we in our Church would call 
Catechists, who are being fitted for the Minis- 
try. 

Much assistance has been given to the Mis- 
sion work in this province by the famine, of 


which we heard so much before: starting for 
China. It extended more or less over five 
provinces. If the crops fail one season, the 
people manage to get over the time without 
great difficulty. Two successive failures en- 
tail much suffering; but should a third come, 
they are almost surely doomed to starvation. 
Such a third failure of crops occurred in 
Shantung in the spring of 1877, and it was 
necessary for some relief to be afforded, or 
else thousands must die. The Missionary to 
whom I have alluded wrote in all directions 
for assistance, and with what was sent estab- 
lished himself in a central position of the 
famine region. The people had at this time 
sold all they possessed, their furniture, houses, 
lands, and wives and children also in many 
instances. In the various villages they were 
told to organize themselves under an agent 
appointed by them, who should at stated in- 
tervals receive the money to distribute among 
them. Their names were all regularly enrolled, 
and it was only to those who were so enrolled 
that assistance could be granted, for had any 
confusion entered into the distribution the 
whole would have been upset. The allow- 
ance was ten cash a day, or a little less than one 
cent for each individual. The names enrolled 
at one time reached the number of 30,000, 
and as many as 10,000 would have died of 
starvation had it not been for the succor af- 
forded. 

With ten cash a man could buy enough food 
to support his strength, and plenty of food 
could be bought in other quarters and trans- 
ported to the famine district, and this was 
done by speculators. The help which was 
thus given by Christians has disposed the 
hearts of many to Christianity. It is quite 
an interesting fact that for weeks this Mission- 
ary slept undisturbed among the natives, al- 
though he was surrounded by barrels of cash, 

I must close, only first mentioning one 
pleasure we had in meeting Canon Scott and 
other Missionaries of the Society for the Pro- 
pagation of the Gospel, at Chefoo.

LETTER FROM BISHOP WILLIAMS. 
Toxo, January 3d, 1880. 
Another Fire.-—I am sorry to have to 
inform you ‘that on December 26th we 
had another of those great fires for which 
Tokio is so famous. It broke out about 
noon, nearly in the same place that it 
began three years ago, and as there was a 


very high wind blowing at the time it spread 
with great rapidity in a south-easterly direc- 
tion toward the Foreign Concession. North 
of the Concession it destroyed all the buildings, 
except fire-proof godorons, in a space of prob- 
ably a mile and a half long by half a mile 
wide, down to the river; and sparks flying 
across, it burned a number of houses and a 
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portion of the penitentiary on the other side. 
The convicts were turned out, and, working 
with a will, succeeded in putting out the fire 
after about a third of the place had been 
burned. The estimates of the number of 
houses burned vary from 9,500 to 12,000. 
About thirty (some say as many as a hun- 
dred) people lost their lives, and 200 or 300 
were more or less injured. 

The Methodist Mission lost all their property 
—two dwelling-houses, schools, and church, 
and the Missionaries nearly everything they 
had. A single lady of the Presbyterian Mis- 
sion, living in a rented house, lost about half of 
her personal effects. My house was burned, 
but nearly everything was gotten out by the 
kind assistance of my Japanese friends, though | 
some were burned afterward. This is an ex- 
perience which Missionaries living in Ts’kiji 
must expect, and for this reason I am very 
much opposed to settling down here. But I 
must say I do not see any great hope of our 
being allowed to move outside. 

I must close for fear I shall be too late for 
the mail. 


FROM LETTER OF THE REV. A. R. MORRIS. * 


Osaxa, October 22d, 1879. 

I have very little to communicate. I began 
preaching Tuesday and Thursday nights in 
June, expecting to keep it up all summer, but 
the cholera broke out in Osaka in the latter 
part of June, and the Government in conse- 
quence forbade all public assemblies. So I 
discontinued the night preaching after July 
3d, and we held our Sunday Services with 
the front doors closed and the side doors open 
for the believers. The Government withdrew 
their prohibition the last week in September, 
as the cholera had almost entirely ceased; but 


by that time it was so late in the season as to 
make it almost impossible to gather a night 
congregation, so I did not resume the preach- 
ing. I have gone to the chapel on Tuesday 
and Thursday afternoons throughout the 
summer to talk to the one or two who might 
drop in. 

After July 25th our Friday evening meet- 
ings for prayer were discontinued. 
they may be resumed after a while, when 
there seems a promise of greater interest. 

On September 17th I used the marriage 
Service in Japanese, for the second time in 
the Osaka Mission. Mr. Nakashima, a former 
pupil of Mr. Quinby’s, who is now teacher in 
Miss Eddy’s school, and who has given us 
valuable assistance as a Catechist,was mar- 
ried. The bride was not a Christian, and I 
was in considerable doubt as to whether it 
would be right either to sanction the marriage 
or to use our Service, and at last decided to do 
so. His wife has since attended Service regu- 
larly, and I hope she may in time apply for 
Baptism. 

Two of Miss Eddy’s school-children—one 
of them is Nakashima’s sister—have applied 


for Baptism, and I am now instructing them 


in preparation for it. .A former teacher of 
Mr. Quinby’s has also applied. 

A young man who wrote from one of the 
provinces during the spring, asking for books, 
has since been to, Osaka. He came in Sep- 
tember, and called here a few times for in- 
struction. He bought a number of Christian 
books at the Bible society agency, and hag 
since returned to his province. 

We have just opened a boys’ school. The 
school-boys attended their first Service on 
Sunday morning last, and formed a very wel- 
come addition to the congregation.

LETTER FROM BISHOP HOLLY. 


PortT-AU-PRINCE, January 2d, 1880. 

Tue Rev. Mr. Benjamin, whose death I 
announced to you in a hurried note of the 
26th of December ultimo, had been a great 
sufferer from his physical maladies for four- 
teen months preceding his death. 

We had feared for some months back that 
this was his last sickness; but still there were 
hopes, as he often rallied and appeared to give 
signs of returning health. However, on the 
Saturday that preceded his death, he convers-

ed about the near approach of his latter-end, 
and expressed his conviction that he could 
never again recover his health. Still we 
thought he might linger on for some weeks or 
months more. On Christmas morning, at 4 
o’clock, Mrs. Benjamin approached his bed- 
side, on seeing that he had got calm after a 
night of acute suffering, and asked him if he 
felt better. He replied that he felt easier, and 
asked what day it was. She replied Christ- 
mas. He then said: ‘‘Ah! this is my last 
day onearth. The Lord will take away His 
servant to-day.” This observation made a 
profound impression on her; but still she did 
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not think death was really so near. 
. therefore busied herself with her domestic oc-

She 


cupations, when about 6 o’clock,-two hours 
afterwards, a friend watching by his bedside 
called her, and told her to bring the Florida 
water for him to smell, as he seemed to have 
fainted. She hurried to do so, but, arriving 
at his bedside, she found that the soul had al- 
ready taken its everlasting flight! 

Mr. Benjamin was born in 1807, and died 
aged 72 years. For thirty years he had been 
a consistent professor of religion and an hum- 
ble disciple of the Lorp Jesus Curist. He 
had exercised the ministry about twenty years 
among the Wesleyans and seven years in our 
Church. 

All of his ministerial colleagues were absent 
from the city at the time of his death and 
burial, except myself. The Rev. Messrs. 
Bauduy and Battiste had gone to administer 


Communion at Christmas-tide to the mem-} 


bers of our churches at Trianon and Petit 


Fond, stations in charge of two native Dea- 
cons, 

The Wesleyan Superintendent and his as- 
sistant minister at the capital attended the fu- 
neral, to testify their respect to the memory 
of the deceased. The Superintendent, on my 
invitation, very kindly replaced my Lay-read- 
er in reading the Lesson of the Burial Service. 
Large numbers of Roman Catholics also at- 
tended the funeral. I was glad by this act of 
courtesy, in assigning to this fellow-Missionary 
a function that a layman may fulfil among 
us, to show to the Roman Catholics among 
whom we labor that brotherly love exists 
among those who agree in acknowledging the 
Holy Scriptures as the sole rule of our Faith. 

The only son of Mrs. Benjamin is now lying 
very low at Port de Paix. Poor woman! she 
is plunged in grief, and still more afflictions 
seem to await her! May Gop give her the 
strength to bear her cross to the end! She is 
a devoted Christian woman.

LETTERS FROM MRS. JENNINGS. 

From McFarland’s Station, Va., Mrs. Jen- | 
nings writes: 

OcToBER 14th, 1879. 

My Dear Miss Emury: I have been very 

busy all the summer, with the workmen, about 
the chapel. I am glad, indeed, to tell you 
that it is nearly done, near enough to be of 
use. On the first Sunday in this month, at half- 
past-3 o’clock, the Rev. Mr. Sothoron held 
Service there, and on last Friday he preached 
| to a large number, besides the school children. 
_ I cannot express my thankfulness to you 
and the dear friend who gave the $150 for the 
great blessing of so nice a chapel to worship 
in. On the 10th of November we expect the 
Bishop to visit us, and we are anxious to get 
as much done as possible before he comes, to 
have everything looking in nice order. We 
need more lumber and some other things, so 
that we can have all the building complete. 

The school is rapidly filling up. We open- 
_ed the day-school on the 6th, as the chapel 
was not quite ready on the 1st. This week 
we have seventy children. 

At this season most of the larger ones 
are kept at home to gather in the crops. 


OcTroBER 380th, 1879. 
Our school grows still larger. We have 
| seventy-eight in attendance for this month in 
_ the day-school. The Sunday-school is well 
attended ; sometimes over one hundred. The 
children are learning the Catechisms, which

The chapel was filled with colored people, 
and the Bishop addressed them very appro- 
priately on the Faith of our Church. I really 
felt that we were favored with the Divine 
blessing. I do not want to be too hopeful, 
but I do think that this dear little chapel will 
be the means of doing great good. 

Mr. Sothoron has Service two Fridays in the 
month, as his other duties will not permit 
him to come on Sunday. 


DECEMBER 4th, 1879. 

We have ninety-five pupils, and they are 
coming in every week. There seems to be 
more poverty in our midst now than ever. 
These people labor hard, but their principal 
crop, tobacco, is so low in value that they are 
destitute of money to provide clothing, and 
the farmers give such low wages that’living is 
almost beggarly. 

JANUARY 12th, 1880. 

I have been very busy, and have in conse- 
quence not written to you to tell you of our 
good fortune. I received a large box of 
Christmas presents and some nice clothing for 
the scholars from Mrs. §., of Long Island, a 
barrel’of very nice clothing and some Christ- 
mas presents from Miss E., Staten Island, 
and a barrel from Meadville, Pa.; so that I 
was able to make many hearts glad and many 
bodies warm.

odists mostly. There is growing up here a 
large class of very interesting young people, 
who are being educated in public and private 
schools. These young people are educated 
beyond the rude forms of religious worship 
to which their fathers still adhere, because 
they can rise no higher. This is the class we 
are most interested in, and for whom we are 


- most anxious, for the reason that, having be- 


come disgusted with the old plantation order 
of things, they have, many of them, lost re- 


_ spect for all religion, and are growing scep- 


tical. Our work here is to endeavor so to 
interest them as to induce them to make them- 
selves acquainted with the Church Services. 
It would aid us in this part of our work if we 


_ had at our disposal Prayer Books that we 


could loan, and even give away, where we 


have reason to believe that they would be | 


used to advantage. We also need Prayer 
Books and Bibles for the church. These young 
people at times come to us in large numbers, 
and we are not able to supply them with 
books; and they complain of feeling embar- 
rassed without them, while they are not yet 
sufficiently interested to purchase for them- 


« 


selves. I sometimes buy Prayer Books and 
give them to persons, and then visit them at 
their homes and instruct them in the Service. 

Many poor families would come to church 
if we could aid them in the way of clothing. 
In my visitations I find children who could 
be brought into the Sunday-school if I could 
aid their parents in getting them ready. These 
families are very poor, and the children need 
shoes and other articles of clothing. We 
could enlarge and strengthen our work much 
if we had the means to help such families. 
It is comparatively easy to get the parents to 
the church when we have secured the chil- 
dren. I visit households where there are 
large numbers of children, and when I ask 
that they be sent to the Sunday-school, the 
mother tells me that she is not able to furnish 
them with suitable clothing. I have in some 
cases had to baptize children at the house be- 
cause the mother was not able to prepare her- 
self and babe for a suitable appearance at 
church. 

The material we have to work with is a 
source ofs trial at times. It is so hard to find 
faithful, self-sacrificing, Gop-fearing men and 
women. Our Sunday-school work suffers 
from this cause—the want of faithful teach- 
ers. It would aid us here if we could get 
reading-matter for the little ones. We have 
no library and no, paper.

LETTER FROM A WESTERN MISSIONARY. 


Dear Miss Emery: At last I have an, op- 
portunity to write you in regard to our Mis- 
Iam stationed at H , and 
have charge of four. points, viz., H—— and 
S——, M——, and G My parish, there- 
fore, is fifty-two miles in length. 

I came down here in August of last year, 
and a Parish was organized and Sunday- 
school work begun in good earnest. We have 
been very successful in spite of opposition, 
which at times has been very violent. My 
work was for H—— alone, but not being satis- 
fied, I determined to extend the field westward. 


after that, finding many of our people at G—_, 
I visited them, and we organized a Mission 
station. The work is very heavy, and yet it 
must be done some way or other. It is so in- 
convenient with regard to trains; but, by 
availing myself of cattle and freight trains, 


travelling by night, calling into requisition 
the saddle, the lumber-wagon, or buggy, I 
manage to keep my appointments. There 
are many difficulties and disadvantages, yet I 
think that they are almost counterbalanced. 
The Missionary has both cloud and sunshine; 


| sometimes the latter predominates, sometimes 


the former. It is indeed a pleasure for us to 
carry the ‘‘ Word of Life ” to those that have 
been separated from their Church privileges 
for years, and I am content to work on. Sow- 
ing sometimes almost in tears, I am yet en- 


| couraged by the thought that we shall reap an

It is not an uncommon occurrence to meet 
persons who have not had an opportunity to 
attend church for nine or ten years.

A LETTER FROM MINNESOTA. 


My Dear Miss Emery: I have delayed, 
perhaps too long, giving, as you suggest, some 
account of my Missionary work. Three 
stations are under my charge, the first two 
distant from each other seven miles. At the 
first I officiate every Sunday morning and 
evening, going to H for a Service at three 
in the afternoon, and returning for the even- 
ing Service. At B——, distant sixteen miles, 
I officiate once each month. There is a small 
church building in each of these three places. 
The number of communicants under my charge 
is about fifty, nearly all women. Indeed, one 
of the most discouraging things in this West- 
ern region is the indifference to religion, if not 
the positive scepticism, of the men. But still, 
if Christian effort and Gop’s grace can form 
Christian mothers, there is hope for the Church 
nere in the future. 

In L—— the women have secured and paid 
for a comfortable rectory, in which I reside, and 
are still untiring in their labors for the Church 
of CHRIST.
